St. Louis Again One of 
Two Hottest Cities in 
‘U.S. — Weather Man 
Goes North — Night 
Temperature 80.8. 


Continued high temperatures 
were predicted for tomorrow and 
the July 4 holiday by the Weather 
Bureau, which saw no sign of re- 
lief except for the remote possi- 
bility of thundershowers late Mon- 
day. The thermometer is expect, 
ed to reach 100 tomorrow. The 
season’s high of 98 was set at 
4:15 p.m. yesterday. 

As the heat wave went into its 
sixth day, three more deaths were 
reported and 10 more persons 
were taken to hospitals as the 
result of heat exhaustion. 

Since Monday, five persons have 
died from heat exhaustion and 
about 25 others have been over- 
come. 

The latest fatalities were Peter 
Jouajszas, 72 years old, 4210 North 
Eleventh street; Mrs. Bartholomew 
Heller, 2717 St. Vincent street, and 
George Williams, Negro, 
School street. Jouajszas, an em- 
ploye of Calvary Cemetery, who 
collapsed yesterday when work- 
ing, died today at City Hospital. 

St. Louis for the second night 
in a row had the unpleasant dis- 
tinction of sharing the top spot 
as the hottest place in the coun- 
try. This time it was tied with 
Miami, Fla. instead of Yuma, 
Ariz, The thermometer here did 
not fall below 80.8 degrees during 
the night. 

Hottest Morning. 


This was the hottest morning 
for July 2 in the history of the 
Weather Bureau, which has kept 
records since 1873. Unles there 
is an unexpected change in the 
weather, today, as a whole, will 
also be the hottest on record, 
based on minimum temperature. 

A temperature of 100 was re- 
corded at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
yesterday afternoon. The mercury 
reached the same level at St. 
Charles and Kansas City, making 
these three places the hottest in 
Missowri. 

From 10 o’clock last night until 
6 a.m. today, the average tempera 
ture was 84.3. At midnight the 
thermometer showed 86, and the 
parks and downtown plazas were 
again crowded with — seek- 
ing relief from the t.

Eleven Drowned — Ad- 
vance Estimate Was 
290 Auto Deaths for 
Three-Day Weekend. 


CHICAGO, July 2 (AP)—Forty- 
seven persons died in violent acci- 
dents as the Fourth of July holi- 
day weekend began. Thirty-two of 
the victims lost their lives in traf- 
fic accidents since 6 p.m, Friday. 
Eleven drowned and four were 
killed in accidents resulting from 
miscellaneous causes. 

The National Safety Council had 
estimated before the holiday be- 
gan that there would be 290 per- 
sons killed in traffic accidents 
during the three-day period. It 
made no estimate of the number 
that would drown of lose their 
lives in other violent accidents. 

‘Last year’s three-day Fourth of 
July holiday resulted in ~more 
than 500 deaths, with almost 300 
of them traffic fatalities. 

The safety council estimated 
that 33,000,000 cars would be jam- 
ming the highways this weekend, 
going to vacation lands and re- 
sorts. It would be the summer 
season’s biggest outpouring of 
traffic on the country’s highways, 
the council said. 

A breakdown of the fatalities by 
states showed that there had been 
one traffic death and one drown- 
ing in Missouri. 

Illinois had reported one traffic 
fatality and one death from a 
miscellaneous cause. The traffic 
death was that of a truck driver 
killed in Chicago when his ma- 
chine collided with a Pennsylvania 
Railroad passenger train.

JEFFERSON CITY, July #—The 


1949 legislature, which has lagged 
along for six months, finally pe- 
tered out last night with many 
important matters still sleeping on 
the legislative calendars or in 
committees. 

The listlessness which came 
with the hot weather of the past 
week, coupled with the fact that 
some of the leaders had a longing 
to get started on vacations in the 
cool north woods, was responsible 
for the decision to wind up legis- 
lation for the time being notwith- 
standing the unfinished business. 
The legislative halls were so hot 
yesterday that the recess date was 
hurriedly advanced one day, an 
earlier plan having been to quit 
today. 

Big-Spending Legislature. 

This has been Missouri's big- 
spending Legislature, the appro- 
priations for the biennium begin- 
ning yesterday, totaling $575,000,- 
000, being $36,000,000 in excess of 
the allotments for the last bien- 
nium, 

While the authorized expendi- 
tures from the general revenue 
fund of the state are $2,500,000 
below the estimated revenue, that 
budget balancing was accom- 
plished by failure to pass the M1 
000,000 omnibus Dill, action on 
which was postponed until Sep- 
tember. Had it been passed the 


revenues would have been over-. 


appropriated. 

The final day of the session Was 
devoted to taking final action on 
the appropriation bills and to 
cleaning up odds and ends of leg- 
islation, the passage of which 
was considered imperative or was 
particularly desired by the more 
influential members. 

Smith Pension Bill Loses. 

Included in these last-minute 
actions was approval of a bill lib- 
eralizing the old-age pension law 
in a very minor degree, but re- 
jecting Gov. Forrest Smith's pro- 
posal to open the pension rolls to 
many thousands of persons not 
now eligible. 

Among the major matters ap- 
proved by the Legislature, some to 
its credit and some to its discred- 
it, were: a 

The inerease in the state gaso-

to 4 cents. 

Repeal of the Madison Act 
which prohibited jurisdictional 
and sympathy strikes, strikes 
by public employes and second- 
ary boycotts.

Two bills setting up the bi- 
state development plan for the 
St. Louis metropolitan area,

way in St. Louis. 

A law setting up methods for 
hospitalization of sexual psycho- 
paths. 

Increased pay for St. Louis 
policemen. 

An increase in the staff of the 
circuit attorney with increased 


pay. 

Major legislation which was left 
without action because of the sud- 
denly decided on recess were: 

A small-loan interest rate bill. 

A Proposed constitutional 
amendment for a veterans' 
bonus. b 

The Cooper bill amending the 
King - Thompson anti- utility 
strike law. 

A driver's license act. 

The bill authorizing St. Louis 
to establish off-street parking 


areas. 

The failifte to pass the omnibus 
appropriation bill had the effect 
of rejecting the demand of the 
State Teachers’ Association for an 
$8,000,000 supplemental appropria- 
tion, in excess of the regular allot- 
ment of one third of the general 
revenues, for the public schools, 
and a $50,000 appropriation for 
the cost of the bi-state develop- 
ment agency to carry out the St. 
Louis metropolitan plan. Both 
appropriations were approved by 
the House, but are held up by the 
Senate’s refusal to stay over until 
today to pass the bill. The failure 
need not be fatal to either appro- 
priation as the bill can be, and 
probably will be, considered at the 
fall session. 

The old-age pension bill passed 
just before the recess was taken 
will continue the present property 
qualifications for old-age pension- 
ers, permitting pensions to 
granted to persons who have prop- 
erty valued at not more than 
$2500 and $3000 for single persons 
and married couples, respectively, 
who have no income.

NEW YORK, July 2 (AP)—A 
National Guard warrant officer, 
marching’ with 900 other guards- 
men to board a train, was 
knocked out of ranks and fatally 
injured last night by two men de- 
scribed by police as “civilian heck- 


lers.“ 
With bands playing, the troops 
marched on, as the warrant of fi- 


cer, Alexander J. Taras, 34 years 
old, lay dying on the pavement. 
The assailants fled. 

Police said several guardsmen 
started to give chase, but their 
commanding officers — momen- 
tarily unaware of what had hap- 
pened—ordered them back into 
ranks, 

‘The guardsmen, members of the 
955th Field Artillery Regiment, 
were marching from an armory 
along Eighth avenue in Brooklyn 
on their way to entrain for sum- 
mer camp at Pine Camp, N. T., 
when the attack occurred. 

Police said a flurry of heckling 
and arguments between streetside 
spectators and guardsmen broke 
out as the troops were halted at 
a traffic light. 

Taras, an auditor for the Manu- 
facturers Trust Co. here and a 
war veteran, was struck on the 
head, and fell to the street with a 
fractured skull, police said. He 
was wearing a fiber helmet lining

FEDERAL DEFIUIT 
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FOR FISUAL YEAR 


Three Times Truman Es- 
timate — Factors Are 
Increased Spending, 


Revenue Setback. 


| WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
A big Government revenue set- 
back stuck President Truman to- 
day with a 1949 fiscal year budget 
deficit of $1,811,440,047.68 — three 
times greater than the $600,000,000 
he had predicted. 

Because of the huge size of the 
figures, the President was off only 
3.5 per cent in overestimating Gov- 
ernment income by $1,334,000,000 
for the 12 months ended Thursday. 
Truman’s estimates were made 
last January. 

The President missed the 
spending figure only three-tenths 


of 1 per cent, but it was enough 
to throw him off $123,000,000. Ac- 
tual expenditures ran that much 
less than he had counted, easing 
the effect of his revenue over- 
estimate. 


The key figures (in round num- 


pilation, were: Spending, $40,057, 
| 000,000, up $6,266,000,000 over the 
preceding year and a new peace- 
time high; revenue, $38,246,000,000, 
| down $3,965,000,000 and at a five- 
| year low. 

An 18.5 per cent rise in spend- 
ing and a 9.4 per cent drop in 
revenue converted the budget out- 
come from an unprecedented sur- 
plus of 38, 419,000,000 in fiscal 1948 
to a 31,811,000, 000 deficit in the 
fiscal year just over. 

This also sent the Government 
bounding back into the familiar 
red after a two-year interval of 
living within its income for the 
only period in the last 20 years. 

Prospects point to an even 
greater excess of spending over 
revenue in fiscal 1950, just under 
way. A deficit estimate of three 
to five billion dollars has come 
both from Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, a specialist on Govern- 
ment finance, and from federal 
fiscal experts. 


President Truman’s forecast in 
January for fiscal 1950 was for an 
$873,000,000 deficit, but this is gen- 
erally considered out of date and 
is scheduled for revision next 
month, Also, many members of 
Congress are talking about pass- 
ing some legislation ordering Tru- 
man to cut expenditures author- 
ized by Congress. 

Both the income tax cut voted 
by the Eightieth Congress last 
year and the economic downturn 
that got under way last fall 
played their parts in knocking tax 
receipts down from their year ago 
levels. Tax refunds surpassed 
presidential expectations.

: BIRMINGHAM, Ala. July 2 


(UP)—Reports were received to- 
day that hooded men rode in Jef- 
ferson county last night in what 
could be the first violation of the 
state’s new anti-masking law. 

Several residents telephoned the 
Sheriff's office and newspapers 
that a motorcade of “several cars” 
with white robed and masked men 
traveled through the Rock Creek 
area, Dolomite and on Highway 
78, near the spot where Mrs. Hugh 
McDanal was intimidated three 
weeks ago. 

Other Developments. 

Developments came rapidly in 
the Birmingham area’s continuing 
story of mob violence: 

1. Another Birmingham sub- 
urb was reporting “living under 
the lash.” 

2. A Jefferson county grand 
jury gave promise of indicting 
more than 20 persons who par- 
ticipated in floggings and inti- 
midations. 

The Bessemer and Birmingham 
offices of the county Sheriff in- 
vestigated several reports of 
masked gangs riding last night. 
However, deputies said they could 
find no trace of the men. 

The Sheriff's office received 
three calls and the Birmingham 
Post six reports of the night rid- 
ers. Friday night is known as the 
“meeting night“ for several Ku 
Klux Klan chapters in this area, 

Reports of Lashings. 

Residents of suburban Praco, a 

mining community, reported they 


were “living under the lash.” Two 


men and a girl said they were 
beaten a month ago and some res- 


idents said at least 12 more in 


their community had felt the lash 
from masked gangs. 

J. R. Henderson admitted to re- 
porters that his daughter, Mary 
Alice, was flogged. He said she 
was hit five times. 

Jack Alexander, 38 years old, a 
tubercular patient twice in the 
last 10 years, said a ‘three-inch 
strap was used on him “about 10 
times.” He said all the men were 
dressed in hoods and robes except 
the leader, “a Bessemer preacher 
who prayed several times before 
and after they flogged me.” 

Elijah Stevens confirmed that 
the mob had whipped his son, Wil- 
liam Stevens, the ‘same night. 

Judge Assails Hooded Mobs. 


Meanwhile, the Jefferson county 
grand jury resumed its investiga- 
tions of terrorism by hooded mobs, 
called “riotous, venomous and ma- 
licious” acts by Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert J. Wheeler. 

An officer who helped in the 
investigation said the grand jury 
will have evidence enough to “re- 
turn at least 30 indictments.” 

The jury heard about 1 wit- 
nesses yesterday. They were mostly 
concerned with the flogging of 
Bill Hamilton, a coal miner, and 
the cross burning at Steve Marsh- 
lar’s cafe. 0 

William Henry Rochester, a 
erippled miner who said he was 
hospitalized with a “nervous 
breakdown,” was brought to the 
jury room on a stretcher. Roch- 
ester was forced by masked and 
robed mobsters to watch Hamil 
ton’s beating. 

Wife, Daughter Testify. 


Rochester’s wife and II- year- 
old daughter also were called in 
as witnesses. 

Marshlar’s wife also was called 
when his case came up. A hooded 
mob ran the Negroes out of his 
white-Negro cafe, tore down the 
steps at the Negro entrance and 
burned a cross there. 

Another witness was Mrs. Me- 
Dalan, 42-year-old grandmother 
who was threatened for allegedly 
“dancing in the nude.” 

The 18-man grand jury, polled 
to see that none was a member of 
the Klan, was expected to recess 
today until Tuesday morning. 

Sheriff Holt McDowell said the 
floggings at Praco would be in- 
cluded in the present grand jury 
investigation. The incidents made 
a total of eight flogfgings or in- 
timidations now before the jury. 
Six other were reported in neigh- 
boring Walker county. 

State Public Safety Director 
Bankhead Bates directed three 
agents in a study of the situation 
in Clay County, 70 miles east of 
here, where night riders reported- 
ly maintained a “whipping ground” 
at which victims were beaten reg- 
ularly. 

State Officer V. J. Kitchen re- 
ported that he and a colleague got 
a tip that a Klan meeting was 
being held at the Olive Branch 
School near Ashland, in Clay 
county. They went to the spot 
and found a number of figures ap- 
parently inconclave. 

The officers went to Ashland 
for reinforcements, Kitchen said, 
but when they returned the meet- 
ing had broken up. The windows 
of the school were covered with 
white cloth and the doors shut 
tight, he reported.

WON'T CHANGE FB 


SYSTEM OF FLUNG. 
DATA, SAYS CLARK 


Agency to Continue to 


Make Records on Indi- 
viduals Even Though 
Rumor and Gossip Is 
Included. 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (UP)— 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark, 
defending FBI precedures, has 
announced that it will continue to 
compile files on individuals, even 


though some of the data may 
turn out to be rumor, malicious 


gossip and unverified charges. 
He made that clear in a state- 


ment assuming full responsibility 


ny 


for the exposure of 34 secret FBI 
reports at the Judith Coplon spy 
trial. 

Clark said he permitted the re- 
ports to be put in evidence— 
reluctantly and against the advice 
of FBI lief J. Edgar Hoover 
concerning some of the reports— 
because the only alternative was 
to drop the case against Miss 
Coplon. 

Judge’s Part in Disclosure. 

By inference, he blamed United 
States District Judge Albert L. 
Reeves of Kansas City, Mo., who 
presided at the Coplon trial, for 
forcing the disclosure of reports 
which Clark said involved the 
national security. ' 

The Attorney General empha- 
sized that the furors those docu- 
ments created will not change the 
FBI's investigating methods. He 
said the agency has to collect all 
kinds of seemingly trivial, irrele- 
vant and hearsay information be- 
cause of the nature of its work. 

Otherwise, he asserted, the FBI 
would be unable to operate. 

“I have worked closely with Mr. 
Hoover for 13 years and I have 
never known of an instance where 
the FBI has misused its investi- 
gative authority,” he said. “Its 
important work should not be 
hampered just because a few in- 
a give the ‘cry’ to investi- 

e. 

Clark added that he could see 


no menace to civil rights in the 
FBI procedure and that he agrees 


with President Truman that no 
investigation of the FBI is “justi- 
fied or necessary.” Clark denied 
again that there had been any 
“quarrel” or “feud” between him 
and Hoover over the incident. 
Condon’s Objection. 

One of the loudest cries for an 
investigation of the FBI was 
raised by Dr. Edward U. Condon, 
chief of the Bureau of Standards. 

Condon became angry midway 
in the Coplon trial when an FBI 
report was introduced which men- 
tioned his wife’s name. It suggest- 
ed she helped arrange a “contact” 
between a Washington business 
man and a suspected Russian 
agent. 

Later, 
Condon’s name got into the case 
through a mistake on the part of 
someone in Clark’s office, who in- 


advertently clipped the report 


about her onto other papers which 
had to be presented in the Coplon 
case. Clark did not mention this 
in his statement about the FBI. 

Other FBI reports which Judge 
Reeves admitted into evidence 
dealt extensively with FBI coun- 
ter-espionage work against Com- 
munist operatives in this country 
and listed a lot of prominent per- 
sons, like Actor Fredric March, as 
having been reported by FBI in- 
formants as Communists. 

Charge by FBI. 

The FBI charged that Reeves’s 
action had endangered the na- 
tional security system and might 
cost the life of at least one of its 


confidential agents. 


Judge Reeves, a visiting jurist 
from Kansas City who came here 
to help relieve the crowded court 
docket, put aside the Justice De- 
partment’s objections after long 
deliberation. He ruled that if the 
Government wanted to jail Miss 
Coplon for having secret FBI data 
slips in her possession, it must 
produce not only the slips but the 
full reports on which they were 
based. The Judge said this was 
necessary so there could be no 
doubt that she got a fair trial. 

the Government was reluctant 
to do that, he said, it should not 
have taken the case to court. 

Told of Clark’s comment just 
before he started back home last 
night, Judge Reeves smiled and 
refused to discuss it. He said he 
had stated his position when he 
ruled on the reports during the 
trial.

Chrysler and the union mean- 
while agreed to open negotiations 
next Wednesday. Their two-year 
contract provides for a wage re- 
opening this year. 

Chrysler already has refused to 
bargain on pensions and health 
and welfare insurance as “not 
subject to negotiation.” The union 
takes the opposite view.

The House was suffering from 
the absenteeism which has marked 
the entire session, and with less 
than 100 members present, the 
buildings bill amendments were 
rejected. Speaker Hamlin ordered 
a recess for dinner, instructing 
the sergeant at arms to round up 
missing members and get them in 
for a 7 p.m. session. By 8 oclock 
108 members were on hand and 
the record of the rejection of the 
amendments was expunged and 
they were adopted, as were the 
amendments to the old-age pen- 
sion bill. 

While the House was messed up 
with this proceeding, Senate lead- 
ers decided that if the House did 
not rescind its earlier action 
quickly, they would end the Sen- 
ate session and let the House get 
itself out of the muddle. 

In the evening the Senate after

Dimitrov, a Red leader in Berlin, 
confounded the judges, denounced 
Herman Goering to his face, and 
eventually- was acquitted. The 
fire mystery never was cleared 
up. Hitler’s supporters were ac- 
cused by anti-Nazi sources of set- 
ting the fire and trumping up 
charges against the Communists 
in an attempt to outlaw the party. 
Dimitrov went to Moscow after the 
trial.

From 1909 he was 
a member of the central commit- 
tee of the party. 

In 1913, at 31, Dimitrov was 
elected to the Bulgarian National 
Assembly. He was its youngest 
deputy.

It was then that he first 
met Lenin and later in the ses- 
sion Lenin introduced Dimitrov to 
Stalin.

3000 square miles is eating its way 
into Oregon and California. The 
State Department of Agriculture 
said yesterday the band-of hoppers 
in northern Washoe and Humboldt 
counties is 75 miles long and 40 
miles deep. 

“This is undoubtedly the largest 
and most intensely populated 
single band of the western range 
locust in modern times in this 
country,” said Harry E. Galloway, 
field supervisor. ‘ 

The hoppers are heading into 
southern Harney county in Oregon 
and into northern Lassen county, 
California. They have moved 
about 35 miles over the Oregon 
border and about 15 miles into 
California. Flying only by day- 
light, the hoppers sound like the

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
has told Congress the South Ko- 
rean Republic will fall “within two 
or three months“ unless it gets 
prompt American aid. 

The House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee made the disclosure yester- 
day in a report urging early Con- 
gressional action on $150,000,000 
to help Korean recovery. 

Acheson told the committee at a 
closed session, the report showed, 
that: 

“There is complete assurance 
that Korea will go in two or three 
months if you do not do this.”

“If you do not take this step, 


it seems to me that it is a public 
declaration that we are not going 


to do anything in the Far East,

Although Acheson did not say 
so, he apparently meant that the 
South Korean Republic would fall 
to North Korean forces.

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Only One Speaker at Pub- 
lic Hearing Favors City 
Manager Type of Gov- 
ernment — 3 More Ses- 
sions Planned. 


All but one of the speakers, who 
expressed their views on the type 
of government which should be 
provided for St. Louis, at a public 
hearing conducted by the Board 
of Freeholders last night at Kiel 
Auditorium favored the strohg 
Mayor system over the City Man- 
ager type. 

The hearing was the third of a 
series being conducted by the 
Freeholders, who are charged with 
revising the present city charter, 
or drafting a new one, to learn 
the views of the city’s residents as 
to the basic form of govérnment 
they prefer. Attendance at the 
hearing was double that of the 
previous hearing, Wednesday 
night. About 50 persons were 
present last night. 

Raymond R. Tucker, chairman 
of the Board of Freeholders, an- 
nounced there would be three 
more public hearings on the ques- 
tion before the Board attempts to 
reach a decision as to the basic 
form of government. These hear- 
ings, all scheduled to start at 8 
p.m. in Assembly Hall 2 at Kiel 
Auditorium, will be next Thursday 
and on July 14 and 21. 

Tucker said he believed the 
Board would decide on the basic 
form of government by early Au- 
gust and at the same time de- 
termine whether it would proceed 
to correct deficiencies in the char- 
ter through revision, or would 
draft a new charter. 

Favors City Manager. 

The lone speaker last night, 
who favored adoption of a City 
Manager form of government, was 
Paul W. Preisler, an instructor of 
biochemistry at Washington Uni- 
versity, who appeared in his ca- 
pacity as chairman of the Socialist 
City Central Committee. 

He said it “should be obvious 
that a qualified and experienced 
City Manager would be preferable 
to an inexperienced and unquali- 
fied Mayor.” He added that, if it 
is decided to follow the strong 
Mayor type of government, “suf- 
ficient checks should be provided 
to keep the Mayor from becoming 
too strong.” 

“If we have sufficient checks 
provided for exercise by the peo- 
ple, we need not worry too much 
about what basic form is adopted,” 
he said. 

As a principal check, he urged

Driving Lessons in the Schools 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

It is amazing that the Automobile 
Club thinks intelligent people do not 
through its effort to

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planes. In July 1947 a plane that did not even 
have seats and safety belts for 11 of its 36 pas- 
sengers crashed and killed 21. 
another crashed and 17 died. Last January a 
plane carrying 32 took off from San Juan and 
was never seen again. 

Every year, thousands of Puerto Ricans, made 
desperate by the squalor of life on their island, 
succumb to perfidious passenger agents who tell 
them preposterous stories of a veritable Prom- 
ised Land which lies but a few hours away by 
plane.

Thus, times and human greed have not 
changed much from the days when overloaded 
immigrant ships violated the rules of safety and 
sanitation to haul Europe’s millions to America’s 
shores. Epidemics, fires and shipwreck took 
their toll at sea. 

Now the same thing is happening on a smaller 


scale in the air. But it should not be too diffi- 


cult to elear up the situation. The safety rules 
and regulations for chartered planes are sup- 
posed to be as-rigid as those for the regular air- 
lines. If the charges made in this latest crash 
are substantiated, and the evidence behind them 
is impressive, there. must be laxity in the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration or else it is under- 
staffed. This should be quickly determined and 
remedied.

What should university and college trustees 
do about teachers who are Communists or who 
are suspected of being Communist sympdathiz- 
ers? This problem has confronted the trustees 
of the University of North Carolina and they 
have handled it wisely. They decided to leave 
the matter entirely in the hands of the adminis- 
trative and faculty authorities. They also decided 
to do nothing about a proposal to require an 
anti-Communist oath of students. 

The question came up at Chapel Hill because 
of Hans Freistadt, the only avowed Communist 
on the faculty. Freistadt became the center 
of a national uproar when the Atomic Energy 
Commission awarded him one of its fellowships. 
This took Freistadt off its faculty and so the 
University of North Carolina closed its relations 
with him on the expiration of his contract. 

This provided the Raleigh News and Observer 
with an occasion for making the double asser- 
tion that Chapel Hill, despite some critics, has 
never been “a hotbed of Communism,” and that 
it has been and should forever remain a “foun- 
tain of intellectual freedom.” The paper run by 
the sons of the late Josephus Daniels then of- 
fered a sound approach to this problem of ideol- 
ogies on university faculties. It said: 


The tradition of freedom is the most 
precious heritage of the University. Preser- 
vation of this tradition does not require 
that the University should subsidize Com- 
munists or tolerate enemies of the United 
States by whatever name they might be 
known. e 

But the moment that there should be 
introduced at the University anything sug- 
gesting that all students or all instructors 
should be shaped in one mould and should 
think only thoughts approved by the board 
of trustees, the University would lose one 
of the chief things, if not the chief thing, 
that has made it a great institution and kept

If the Webbe law stands, the city will run a 
very likely chance of losing some $8,000,000 in 
funds already allocated to this important street 
project—$3,000,000 in state funds and perhaps 
as much as $5,500,000 in federal help. The 
Third street widening, now seen as an inter- 
regional highway, has been advocated for more 
than 20 years. : 

To oppose this measure is not to be unmind- 
ful of Senator Webbe’s concern for the residents 
of the area whose dwellings would fall in the 
way of the widening. Those who are working 
for. the project are not willing to see citizens 
now housed added to the homeless. 

Gov. Smith should have known, if he did not, 
that the State Highway Commission has set up 
a relocation office in the area and that new 
homes for several affected families have already 
been found. This is proof that people will not 
be evicted without a place to go. Moreover, the 
Darst Administration has pledged itself to see 
that the widening would not be allowed to pro- 
ceed without provision for those displaced. 

The Third street widening is needed urgently 
as a north-south artery ‘to downtown. It is 
needed to anchor values in the district’s main 
business section. It is needed as an integral 
part of the riverfront development. 

What is done about it is primarily St. Louis’ 
business. Gov. Smith and state authority have 
entered altogether unnecessarily into a local 
matter. It is not desirable to recommend that 
the City Hall hunt for a way to overcome this 
intrusion by Jefferson City but that is the only 


course now.

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The Plus-Five Compromise 

Mayor Darst has put the Plus-Five“ plan for 
transit fares before 40 leaders of citizens’ groups 
and urged them to support it. Simple mathe- 
matics indicates that this is good advice. 

“Plus-Five” is the city’s ingenious alternative 
to the Public Service Co.’s request for 13-cent 
transit fares; or two tokens for 25 cents. Under 
the city’s proposal, passes would be sold for 75 
cents, but there would be an additional charge 
of 5 cents for each ride. 

For the company, plus-five should mean more 
revenue. The proposal would not encourage un- 
limited use of the transit system, as the previ- 
ous weekly passes did, but it would encourage 
heavier use of street cars and busses. The com- 
pany now concedes that abolition of passes led 
to a decline in traffic. 

For the public, plus-five should mean lower 
transportation costs. Obviously it would be 
cheaper than flat 13-cent fares, and under the 
city’s proposal 15 rides- would cost $1.50. That 
is exactly what 15 rides did cost under the 
abandoned pass. system, which the public hoped 
to retain. 

The plus-five idea has the merits of a good 
compromise, and the 40 citizens who heard 
Mayor Darst appeal for support might consider 
that it will be a wonder if anything better comes 
out of the Public Service Commission’s hearings 
at Jefferson City.

Doyle makes clearer than ever before that 
Doyle got awfully tired of Sherlock 


The public’s insatiable appetite 
for more Sherlock Holmes stories gave 

im no rest. Finally, in desperation, he 

ushed Sherlock over one of the steepest 
cliffs in fiction and killed him. But the 
public clamored so violently for more Sher- 
lock that the author had to pass a miracle 
and bring him back to life. 

Not so well known, however, is the fact 
that Conan Doyle also got ashamed of 
Sherlock. Holmes. He came to think that 
detective stories were beneath his powers. 
He said of Holmes, “He takes my mind off 
better things.” He thought his historical 
novel, “The White Company,” was far su- 
perior to Holmes and all his feats. 

Nobody else on earth thought so, but that 
made no difference to Doyle. A strange

spectacle—a man ashamed not only of the 


best thing he had ever done in his life but 
of the only thing of first-rate worth he had 
ever done! 

Here’s another writer with the same 
strange attitude. An English girl of about 
20 named Beatrix Potter wrote a little 
story for children, “Peter Rabbit,” a near- 
classic. (I hope I am not the only one of 
your readers who in childhood knew Mop- 
sie, Flopsie and Cotton Tail, and Mr. Mc- 
Gregor, who roared at Peter in a Scotch 
brogue). Beatrix Potter grew up and mar- 
ried a big land-holder in England, and be- 
came a typical squiress (if that is what the 
wife of a squire straight out of Anthony 
Trollope is called). 

At any rate, she became a fat, stuffy old 
woman and grew ashamed of “Peter Rab- 
bit.” She called it “a childish indiscretion.” 
In her later years she never allowed the 


name of Peter Rabbit to be mentioned in 
her presence. Ashamed of the best thing 
she had ever done and the only thing that 
had ever given her any distinction at all! 


Now brace yourself, for here comes the 
Fourth of July moral. We seem to have a 
good many people in the United States who 
have one resemblance, at least, to Conan 
Doyle and Beatrix Potter. They have 
grown ashamed of the best things in 
American life and history. Our best, of 
course, is the ideal of democracy and the 
degree to which we have realized it. Its 
expression in the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence—“endowed by their Creator with 
certain inalienable rights“ —came like a 
wonderful dawn of hope to the world. 

But a great many Americans are 
ashamed of our best—not only the wind 
machines in the Senate filibustering 
against civil rights for American citizens, 
but all who prefer discrimination and ex- 
ploitation to democracy and to whom 
Thomas Jefferson is un-American. 

The best in our American tradition also 
is the role we have played, that of sanctu- 
ary to the oppressed of Europe. A large 
part of our population are descendants of 
“displaced persons” who were refugees 
from disaster and hopelessness. Yet we 
have watched one of the greatest tragedies 
of history, the misery of the D.P.’s in Eu- 
rope, and opened our gates only a few 
inches. So far we have admitted only a 
fraction of the number received by Britain 
and Canada. We have allowed the regula- 
tions to be so choked by discrimination 
and red tape that the open door has blown 
shut. 

Our best is pictured in the words of a 
refugee carved on the base of the Statue of 
Liberty: 

Give me your tired, your poor, 

Your huddled masses yearning to 
breathe free. 

I lift my lamp beside the golden 
door. 

God help us if we ever get ashamed of 
that! 


Science Discovers the Pain in the Neck 


From the Providence Evening Bulletin 


You will be interested to read that cer- 
tain learned men at McGill University have 
discovered that anxiety causes pain in the 
neck. It is always reassuring to have 
science find out what you already know. 


Sometimes the worrier’s neck merely 
grows stiff; sometimes it becomes a clus- 
ter of shooting pains around an intensely 
glowing center between the shoulder blades; 
sometimes these pains move up into the 
head and spread like a cauliflower into a 
headache. 

80 that you will know more exactly 
hat's taking place in your neck, let us 
go a bit further with McGill’s learned men. 
When muscles tighten, their electrical 
charge is increased. The scientists meas- 
ured the increase through delicate devices 
placed on the neck. 


Then for lack of a good laboratory wor- 
ry they focused a hot spot of light on the 
victim’s brow. Every minute-and-a-half for 
16-and-a-half-minutes they turned on the 
hot spot for three seconds and measured 
the electrical effects in the neck. These 


‘effects were most gratifying, for they va- 
ried in voltage in proportion to the vary- 
ing intensities of the hot spot. Is this not 
enlightening? A first-rate neck worrier 
tightens his neck to the size of his worries. 

There is, of course, a lot stil] to be done 
with the neck at McGill: classification’ of 
worries, for example. For obviously cer- 
tain kinds of anxiety generate higher vol- 
tages than others, as is shown in the case 
of anger, which McGill may .eventually 
prove nothing but superfluous voltage to 


be drawn off and directed to more con- 


structive ends. 

Moreover, it is up to the psychiatrists 
there to find a technique for stepping 
down voltages, or as less learned persons 
might put it: relaxing. It is also impera- 
tive to discover unto themselves those who 
worry in other parts of the body and in 
this way begin the universal initiation of 
people not only into the great mystery of 
knowing themselves but of measuring the 
extent of their knowledge on a dial—some- 
thing that even the wisest of Greeks never 
dreamed of.

Between Book Ends 


Marooned in Paradise 


A SUMMER'S TALE, by Gerald Warner Brace. . Ww. 
Norton & Co., 281 pgs., $3.00.) -

The Maine seacoast with its pine-clad 
islands, its mountains, and secluded white 
villages has always cast its spell on the 
writers who have lived or sailed along its 
waters. There is an enchantment in the 
very idea of living on an islet almost any- 
where that all the hideous revelations of 
invasion and death in the South Pacific 
have not dispelled. It was time that some- 
one wrote a fantasy or an adult fairy tale 
that brought this romantic illusion, if illu- 
sion it is, into the world of today. 


Gerald Warner Brace, the author of that 
admirable New England saga “The Garret- 
son Chronicle” of two years ago, has writ- 
ten just that kind of book, and a more 
refreshing light nov- 
el to read on a um- 
mer’s night would be 
hard to find in these 
thunderous days. In 
“A Summer’s Tale,” 
as in all good fanta- 
sies, you are asked to 
accept an impossible 
assumption and to 
proceed calmly from 
there. In this case 
Mr. Brace’s hero, a 
handsome and intel- 
ligently sardonic 
young man, is start- 
Gerald W. Brace ing a single-handed 

cruise on his sloop 
from Camden when he discovers that there 
is a group of islands lying to the northeast 
of the Maine coast that does not appear on 
any chart turned out by the Government 
of the United States, In short, he runs 
into a reef off the August Islands one 
night of fog, and storm sinks his little 
yacht. The next morning he comes to life 
to find a beautiful young woman looking 
down upon him. 

It does not take Anthony Wyatt long to 
discover that he has been cast away in a 
kind of paradise where for two centuries 
men and women have fished and traded 
with the mainland, living happily under 
the benign rule of an ancient family. The 
Marquises take him into their fine cha- 
teau as their guest, and only too soon all 
the evils that once escaped from Pando 
ra’s Box threaten the tranquilfty and safe- 
ty of their little world, . 

The United States Navy makes up for its 
neglect of the August Islands by determin- 
ing to take them over and exile the inhabi- 
tants. Invasion is in the offing, and a 
warship lying in the little harbor is dam- 
aged by two men in a rowboat with a 
handmade bomb. A newspaper friend of 
Anthony’s arrives by air, and the resulting 
blast of publicity on the mainland saves 
the day. That Anthony is destined to fall 
in love with June Marquis and save the 
islands is obvious from the first. In a 
fairy story you do not doubt that the prin- 


cess will be rescued by the ship-wrecked 


prince and that they will wed and live 
happily ever after, nor does the knowledge 
spoil your pleasure in the classic tale. 


The Light Touch in History 
ECUADOR AND THE GALAPAGOS ISLANDS, by 

Victor W. von Hagen. (University of Oklahoma Press, 

290 pgs., $3.75.) 

With a light and almost flashy touch, 
the author has succeeded in writing a 
highly informal history of the backward 
little Andean republic of Ecuador, known 
principally for shrunken human heads and 
for Panama hats. He spent two and a half 
years exploring this violent land where 
“snow-covered volcanoes rise from the 
depths of jungles, bleak Andean moorlands 
alternate with fertile, temperate-climated 
valleys, in turn broken up by earth fissures 
that split the Andean world into isolated 
fragments.” 

The author’s long bibliography indicates 
that he must have spent, almost as long in 
research. Much is taken, in effective man- 
ner, from the records or the words of ex- 
plorers, scientists and adventurers who 
preceded him. They include: Darwin, Mel- 
ville, Bolivar, Spruce, Wolf, Whymper, 
Dampier, Pizarro and a host of others.

The commander of the joint 
Maneuvers, staged by British, 
French, Dutch and Belgian fleets, 
is Adm. Rhoderick R. McGrigor, 
commander-in-chief of the British 
home fleet. 


Exercises “Unique.” 
McGrigor told a press conf er- 


craft carrier Implacable, that the 
exercises are “unique in modern 
history.” 

“Our countries are entered in a 
defense pact, and it is only nat- 
ural that if a defense pact is to 
be of any use, the armed forces 
of those countries should be able 
and accustomed to working to- 
gether,” he said. 

Field Marshal Lord Montgom- 
ery, chief of the Western Union 
military forces, will arrive tomor- 
row, Adm. McGrigor announced. 
“Monty” will sail with the main 
force for maneuvers in the Bay 
of Biscay beginning Monday. 

McGrigor said the massed fleet 
is the biggest gathering of war- 
ships since Tokyo Bay at the end 
of the war. 

The British home fleet commu- 
nications officer described the ex- 
ercises, now in their second day, 
as “very encouraging.” They have 
comprised the development of a 
unified system of voice, flag and 
telegraphic signaling. Capt. J. J. 
Cady, of the United States Navy, 
is aceompanying the fleet as an 
observer.

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LITLE. SYMPHONY 
MARKS ANNIVERSARY 


Presents Haydn-Mozart Fes- 
tival Program for 1800 
at Washington U. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

The St. Louis Little Symphony 
Orchestra presented a Haydn- 
Mozart festival program last night 
in Waskington University Quad- 
rangle in commemoration of the 
organization’s fifteenth anniver- 
sary. The idea is a good one, the 
music chosen was superlative in 
quality and all the performances 


under the direction of Stanley 
Chapple were, in general, smart 
and perceptive. The coincidence 
of unrelieved Eighteenth century 
charm and a high humidity proved 
a little wearing. It was a little too 
hot for so much charm and some 
members of the audience would 
have settled for“ something less 
than two symphonies, a concerto 
and an overture. 

Nevertheless all hands must be 
given credit for a performance 
that was held to a high standard 
despite the usual difficulties of 
open air playing plus the -hazards 
imposed by the moisture in the 
air. John Ehrlich, ‘cellist, ap- 
peared as soloist and gave a nicely 
poised and smoothly lyrical pro- 
jection of the Haydn Concerto for 
Cello which is attributed by some 
authorities to one of his pupils. 
Difficulties of the moment—keep- 
ing his fingers and strings dry 
enough-—-could account for occa- 
sional insecurity and a fractional 
lagging behind the beat. The gen- 
eral effect, however, was ingra- 
tiating. 

The Linz Symphony by Mozart 
and the Oxford Symphony by 
Haydn—both gems of the purest 
ray—were handled with an ebul- 
lient spirit in the fast movements 
and poetic dignity in the two 
adagios. The less familiar Haydn 
Symphony—it hasn’t been played 
in St. Louis for a quarter of a 
century — was full of wonderful 
surprises. Its rustic gayety and 
freshness made it a particularly 
good choice for an al fresco con- 
cert. The Overture to Mozart’s 
Don Giovanni was muddled in its 
introductary measures but at- 
tained an agreeable degree of pre- 
cision when it got under way in 
the allegro. 

The audience numbered about 
1800. The soloist at next Friday’s 
concert will be Carl Zyrowski, 
tenor. 


WHOLESALE PRICE 
INDEX DECLINES 
SLIGHTLY IN WEEK 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
The wholesale price index edged 
down one tenth of 1.per cent in 
the week ended June 28, the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics reported 
yesterday. It stands at 153.1, or 
8.4 per cent below the correspond- 
ing week of last year. 

The BLS reported that a “siz- 
able” decline in the price of grains 
was largely offset by advancing 
livestock and meat prices. 

Farm products stood at 165.2 on 

the index, in which the 1926 aver- 
age represents 100. This was a dip 
of 1.1 per cent from the previous 
week, 4.9 per cent from the pre- 
vious month, and 16.6 per cent 
from a year ago. 
Wholesale food prices, however, 
gained 1.1 per cent in the week, 
but still stood 12 per cent below 
a year ago. 

The market was firm for tex- 
tiles, fuels, and metal products, 
while building materials registered 
a 0.4 per cent increase over the 
‘previous week.

NEW YORK, July 2 (AP)— 
John W. Gates, editor of the Daily 
Worker, was released from jail 
early today after serving a 30-day 
sentence for contempt of court 
at the Communist conspiracy 
trial. 

Some 40 demonstrators gathered 
in front of the federal house of 
detention at 7 a.m. to greet Gates 
only to learn that he was re- 
leased shortly after midnight. The 
demonstration was planned by the 
Civil Rights Congress. 

Gates, hdwever, returned to the 
detention building to be present at 
the welcome demonstration. He 
was indignant over the early hour 
he was freed. “It’s a dirty trick to 
avoid a demonstration,” he told 
reporters. 

Three other defendants, also 
cited for contempt, have been 
sentenced tq jail for the duration 
of the trial, 


Only one day before Gates’s 


term was to end, the United States 
Court of Appeals yesterday up- 
held the sentence imposed by 
United States District Judge Har- 
old R. Medina. 

Gates was jailed June 3 after 
he refused on the witness stand 
to name three persons who had 
helped him prepare a pamphlet 


for veterans entitled “Who Rup- 


tured Our Duck?” 

Gates, who contended that nam- 
ing the three persons would cost 
them their jobs, appealed the sen- 
tence. , 

In sustaining Judge Medina’s 
action, the three-judge appeals 
court said Gates put himself in 
a position where he had to answer 
the question when he “voluntar- 
ily” offered the pamphlet in evi- 
dence, 

Gates is one of 11 Communist 
leaders on trial on charges of 
conspiring to advocate the forcible 
overthrow of the Government. The 
trial is in recess until Tuesday. 

Meanwhile, the three other de- 
fendants in jail have appealed. 
Their request for readmission to 
bail, pending a decision, has been 
turned down by the United States 
Court of Appeals, 

The three are Gus Hall, the 
party’s Ohio chairman; Henry 
Winston, its organizational secre- 
tary, and Gilbert Green, its III 
nois chairman. 


Hall and Winston were Jailed 
after they protested in court 
against the sentencing of Gates. 
Green later joined them in the 
federal house of detention—where 
they are kept except during trial 
sessions — after he snapped at 
Judge Medina: “I thought we were 
going to get a chance to prove 
our case.“ 

Green made the remark on the 
witness stand after Judge Medina 
refused to admit a Magazine ar- 
ticle in evidence. 3 

Arguments on his appeal were 
heard in Hartford, Conn., yester- 
day. The appeals court previously 
heard the cases of Hall and Wins- 
ton argued. It has reserved de- 
cision on all three appeals.

WORLD INDUSTRIAL 
OUTPUT IN FIRST 
‘DECLINE SINCE WAR 


U.N. Agency Lays Drop in 
Opening Quarter of Year 
to U.S. Cutback. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., July 2 
(AP)—The United Nations Bulle- 
tin of Statistics reported yesterday 
the first quarterly decline in 
world industrial production since 
then end of World War II. 

Until the first quarter of this 
year, the monthly publication said, 
world production had shown an 
uninterrupted increase. The out- 
put for the first three months of 
this year, however, was 1.4 per 
cent below the figure for the last 
quarter of 1948. 

The Bulletin, prepared by U.N. 
economists, attributed the drop 
primarily to a leveling off of pro- 
duction in the United States.

Ocean breezes gave the East and 
West coastal areas pleasant 
weather, while some cooling 
weather was reported close to 
the Great Lakes. 

But other parts of the country 
sweltered in the early July heat 
and humidity. The Central and 
Southern states sizzled in the hot- 
test weather of the summer sea- 
son yesterday as the mercury 
climbed into the 90s over wide 
areas and hit 100 in some cities. 
Similar readings were forecast to- 
day. The mountain states also 
were promised continued hot 
weather. 

Although temperatures were 
pleasant in the northeastern 
states there was no sign of rain 
to break the long, dry spell. New 
York City was promised no rain 
to end the 37-day drouth. No 
rain was predicted for New Jer- 
sey, which has*had no substantial 
falls for 41 days. The drouth has 
caused heavy damage to farm 
crops in the two states and in 
southern New England.

PRAGUE, July 2 (AP)—Foreign 
diplomats have been warned by 
the Government not to make any 
unannounced trips into Slovakia, 
scene of rioting between Roman 
Catholics and Communist officials. 
The Foreign Ministry said it 
would be a “demonstrative” act 
against the Czech Government 
“and gross interference with in- 
ternal affairs of Czechoslovakia” 
for foreign diplomats to travel 
into Slovakia without prior notice. 

Protest Rejected. 


This new bar—against western 
diplomats at least—was disclosed 
in the Foreign Ministry’s rejection 
of a diplomatic protest against 
police detention of Msgr. Gennaro 
Cerolino, charge d’affaires of the 
Papal Nunciature in Prague. The 
announcement said “present cir- 
cumstances” in the strong pro- 
Catholic eastern province made 
the restrictions necessary.

C. A. B. PROPOSES STANDARD 
TRANSPORT PLANE COCKPITS 


WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board yes- 
terday announced a pro to 
require standardized cockpits in 
future transport planes. It also 
invited comment on how far it 
should go in requiring some stand- 
ardization in aircraft now flying. 

The military services already 
have adopted a standardized cock- 
pit plan to eliminate the varied 
arrangement of controls and in- 
struments found in different mod- 
els of the same make. 

The proposed CAB regulation 
follows closely the plan adopted 
by the military. 

One reason for this, the CAB 
said, is that it will simplify the 
transfer of civil planes to military 
duty in an emergency.

Cite Loss of Bids on 
Big Jobs Among Rea- 
sons for Stand. 


Ready-mix concrete plant opera- 
tors and sand and gravel pro- 
ducers joined yesterday with ma- 
jor contractors in resisting the 
12%-cent hourly wage increase de- 


mand of AFL Laborers, who 
struck on commercial and. indus- 
trial construction jobs June 9. 
Sixty representatives of four ma- 
terial producers’ and contractors’ 


associations, meeting at the Shera- 
ton Hotel, issued a joint statement 


giving their reasons for a decision“ 


to “stand pat” in their resistance 
to the laborers’ wage demand. 
Present rates for laborers em- 
ployed on heavy construction are 
$1.40 and $1.50 an hour. 

Reason for Rejection. 

Among the reasons for refusing 
the wage demand are the rejection 
of bids on a number of major 
jobs because of high costs, ac- 
ceptance by most of the skilled 
building’ crafts of new two-year 
contracts at 1948 wage scales and 
a reduced volume of future work, 
due in part to the eatened loss 
of $5,500,000 in federal aid funds 
for the proposed Third street in- 
terregional highway. 

Discussing the rejection of bids 
because of high construction costs, 
the contractors and material pro- 
ducers observed that “owners will 
not tolerate further increases; 
there is no economic justification 
for the laborers’ demand.” The 
statement pointed out that while 
the average increase in the build- 
ing trades‘ over 1935-39 level has 
been 55 per cent, the increase for 
common labor in the industry was 
73 per cent. Living costs have 
increased 61 per cent, the state- 
ment added. 


Contract Renewal Offered. 


Confidence was expressed in the 
several employers’ negotiating 
committees, and an offer of a new 
two-year contract at present wage 
rates was renewed. The statement 
added that the laborers, in the 
present strike and a previous jur- 
isdictional dispute with AFL car- 
penters, have missed five pay 
days in a season of the year when 
they should be busy. Employers 
expressed a willingness to con- 
tinue negotiations of a new con- 
tract at present rates. 


Orders for the 2500 striking la- 
borers to return to work on com- 
mercial and industrial jobs in the 
St. Louis area were issued by the 
international union June 23, but 
were rescinded the following day 
by local union officials, who con- 
tended that negotiations with con- 
tractors had broken down. Last 
Wednesday the work stoppage 
was extended to six ready-mix 
concrete plants in the city, which 
supply the bulk of concrete for 
major construction, Although 
seven ready-mix plants in St. 
Louis county furnishing concrete 
for residential construction . were 
permitted to operate, there was 
some interruption of residential 
construction through the closing 
of the six large plants in the 
city. 

At their meeting yesterday con- 
tractors announced that jobs, 
which can not efficiently be con- 
tinued piece-meal would be closed 
down next week.

Youngster Says ‘I Don’t Want to Live With 
My Mother’ When Taken From 
Children’s Home. 


BOSTON, July 2 (UP)—An ar- 
chaic law enabled the mother of 
Boston’s famed “captive boy” to 
regain temporary custody despite 
his vigorous objections, it was dis- 
closed today. 


Gerald Sullivan, 13 years old, 


was tearfully released by social 
workers to Mrs. Anna Sullivan, 45, 
the mother he “hates” because 
she kept him locked in a dungeon- 
like chamber for a decade. 


A spokesman for the mother 
said the lad had spent a “good 
night” away from the children’s 
mission home but refused to dis- 
close his whereabouts. He was 
described as “happy.” 

However, the boy stormed: “I 
don’t want to go with you,” when 
the mother’s lawyer, Daniel J. 
O’Connell, escorted him from the 
home. O’Connell had arranged for 
bail that released the boy to his 
mother’s custody. 

Boy Also “Defendant.” 

Under an archaic Massachusetts 
statute, both the boy and his 
mother were “defendants” when 
their case came before juvenile 
court Thursday. She was charged 
with neglecting the child. Gerald 
was charged with being neglected. 

Judge Frankland W. L. Miles 
“convicted” both mother and son. 
He gave Mrs, Sullivan an indef- 
inite reformatory sentence and or- 
dered the boy placed in the cus- 
tody of probation authorities. 

Mrs. Sullivan appealed for her- 
self and for her son. Having no 
other alternative under the law, 
the Judge set her bail at $2000, the 
boy’s at $10,000 cash or $20,000 real 
estate, to insure their appearance 
in Superior Court. Mrs, Sullivan 
furnished her bail. Then she ar- 


ranged real estate bail for her 
son. 

Since she still is his legal “guard- 
ian” she then could take custody. 

After the bail was posted by an 
unidentified Brookline real estate 
man it was not known where and 
how mother and son met. O’Con- 
nell merely said “Gerald’s in the 
country.” 

The boy was found near the 
Sullivan home last March 14 wear- 
ing tattered girl’s clothing, his feet 
bare and his hair long and curly.

WASHINGTON, July 2 (AP)—

LONDON NEWSPAPER |+ 
WANTS TASS OPEN 
TO LIBEL ACTIONS 


LONDON, July 2 (AP) — The 
Daily Express urged today that 
Britain remove the diplomatic 
immunity which a court ruled this 
week protects the official Russian 
news agency, Tass, from libel suits 
in Britain. 

“It is time that the laws ruling 
diplomatic immunity were re- 
vised,” the paper said in an edi- 
torial. 

“It is wrong that any trading 
or news agency, whether acting 
for a foreign state or not, should 
be absolved from responsibility for 
5 actions,“ said the Express. 


“The ambassador and his imme“ 
diate staff are entitled to diplo- 
matic immunity . . .. But immu- 
nity should be restricted to these 
people alone.” 

The Court of Appeal this week 
upheld a ruling that a Czechoslo- 
vak refugee, who claimed he was 
libeled by a Tass dispatch circu- 
lated in 12 could not sue be- 
cause Tass is an organ of the 
Russian state and thus is entitled 
to diplomatic e pe from 
court actions.

I think we take too much for 
granted in the nursing field.

West opened the diamond queen, 
dummy played low, as did East of 
course, and declarer ruffed. The 
spade queen was now led for a 
finesse, but it lost to East, who 
promptly laid down the club ace 
and then shifted to a heart. 


Declarer, a ranking expert, saw 
clearly what would probably hap- 
pen if he took and lost the heart 
finesse, but he also saw that if 
the heart king was right, the 
finesse would give him the con- 
tract. He would simply draw the 
one outstanding trump, then knock 
out the club king and get rid of 
a heart from dummy on his own 
fourth club. 

So, even though South knew 
that losing the heart finesse would 
be expensive, he tried that play. 
It was a most unfortunate deci- 
sion! West covered the heart 
queen with the king, and care- 
fully returned a low club, since it 
was evident that East’s ace had 
been a singleton. East ruffed and 
led another heart, and dec:arer’s 
heart ace was thus knocked out 
before West lost his club control. 
The outcome was an 800-point pen- 


y. 

South could have cut this pen- 
alty down to 200 points by putting

éé HAT causes crimson 
substance to co at the 
joint ends of a young 
chicken as it ig being browned at 
the be of frying or broil- 
ing?” is a question recently put 
to us. This liquid finally changes 
to a gray-brown discoloration in 
the meat around the accumulation. 
Such chicken is almost sure to 
be frozen. As meat freezes and 
thaws, pressure in the tissue de- 
velops due to the expansion of the 
tissues in freezing and their con- 
traction in thawing. This cause 
the meat tissues to exude liquid 
and the soft spongy bone to exude 
some of the marrow. Since the 
bone ends are the softest and 
spongiest part, this is where the 
marrow finds its way out easiest. 
Perhaps the weakest meat tis- 
sue ig in the surrounding area. It 
breaks easily to let the liquid out 
to combine with the marrow and 
produce this substance which re- 
sembles blood. When the meat 
starts to heat through, this exu- 
dation is speeded up. This result 
is in no way connected with poor 
bleeding. In fact, birds that are 
most thoroughly bled may react 
in this manner when cooking is 
started. Those best trained and 
most experienced in preparing 
chickens for the market believe 
that the most attractive fried and 
broiled chicken is obtained from 
birds freshly killed and that have 
never been frozen.. Freezing does 
not affect the more mature birds 
that are used for preparing fricas- 
see or for roast chicken. The rea- 
son seems to be due to the firmer 
meat and bone tissue in these 
older chickens, 
Broiled Chicken Au Gratin, 


One-and-one-fourth to two-and- 
one-half pound broiler, halved, two 
fourth cup melted fat, four cunces 
grated cheddar cheese, one-half 
cup soft bread crumbs, one-fourth 
teaspoon poultry seasoning, one- 
fourth teaspoon paprika, one-half 
cup milk, 

Lay halves skin side down in a 
shallow baking pan. Brush with 
fat. Set pan on broiler rack so 
top of chicken is about 4 inches 
from heat.

Turn 
when well browned, about 20 min- 
utes. Brush with fat and continue 
broiling until tender, about 20 min- 
utes longer. Combine remaining 
ingredients and heat over hot wa- 
ter just enough to melt cheese so 
mixture is of spreading consisten- 
cy. Spoon over skin side of broiled 


halves —and continue broiling un- 


til nicely browned, If not served 
immediately, turn off heat and 
leave chicken in closed broiler un- 
til ready to serve. Two servings.

One teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon éugar, one-fourth 
pepper, four tablespoons lemon 
juice, three-fourths cup salad oil, 
one-half teaspoon paprika, one- 
fourth cup finely chopped fresh 
mint leaves.
